In response to the Office Action of August 17, 
1989, the following remarks are made. 

With respect to the rejections of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. 102 and/or 35 U.S.C. 103, submitted herewith 
are verified English translations of Japanese Priority 
Application Nos. 62-072481; 62-072483; and 62-072487 
filed March 25, 1987. Since this date is earlier than 
the publication dates of the cited references, it is 
urged the above rejections have been overcome. 

With respect to the rejection of claim 21 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, it is urged the term 
"type" is used in the ceramic superconducting art in 
connection with the such structures as evidenced by the 
art of record such as the Saito et al. reference (page 
L366, second paragraph), the Kishio et al. reference 
(page L391, first paragraph). Note also the term 
"based" in the title of the Engler article. Hence, it 
is urged the use of such terms as "based" and "type" 
are definite to those engaged in this art and thus the 
term "type" as used in claim 21 is in accord with 35 
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U.S.C. 112, second paragraph.
